Civil Defense 
Inadequate, 
Group Reports 


WASHINGTON 
IP 
— A Senate 
Armed Services subcommittee re­ 
ported today that the nation’s civil 
defenses are so poor that millions 
of lives would be “ unnecessarily 
lost” in an enemy H-bomb attack. 
The subcommittee recommended 
that President Eisenhower assume 
"personal responsibility for pro­ 
viding the leadership which will 
develop an adequate civil defense 
program.” 
The recommendation was made 
in an interim report by a subcom­ 
mittee headed by Sen. Estes Re­ 
tainer (D Tenn.) which has been 
investigating civil defense. The re­ 
port was approved today by the 
full committee 
The subcommittee said “ lack of 
an adequate civil defense program 
is a calculated risk this country 
can no longer afford to assume” 
in view of “the growing Soviet 
ability” to produce 
and deliver 
H-bombs, 
It said the nation is "presently 
unprepared to deal with a disaster 
resulting from a thermonuclear at­ 
tack on this country." 
‘‘If such an attack were to oc­ 
cur,” the report said, “ possibly 
millions of lives would bo unneces­ 
sarily lost because of our inability 
to evacuate our cities and to house 
and feed the evacuees.”

Reserve Bill 


White House 
Bars Overnight 
Foreign Guests 


WASHINGTON (IP)— Top ranking 
foreign visitors no longer will sleep 
at the White House. The official 
reason: Too much trouble for the 
guests. The real reason: Too many 
visitors. 
Experts on protocol and persons 
familiar with housekeeping prob­ 
lems in the executive mansion of 
President 
and Mrs. 
Eisenhower 
said today the decision was over­ 
due. 
For many years it was the cus­ 
tom for a visiting head of state 
to start his Washington visit by 
spending a night or two at the 
White House, then shifting to the 
embassy of his own country. 
During World War II, the gov­ 
ernment acquired Blair House, an 
historic old dwelling just across 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue 
from 
the 
White House. This led to the custom 
of foreign guests of a president 
spending their first night in the 
White House, then moving the next 
day to Blair House which became 
an official government guest house. 
The State Department changed 
this Wednesday. It announced there 
would be no more first nights in 
the White House. 
The President 
and his wife still will entertain at 
sUte dinners 
for foreign 
state 
heads, but the distinguished guests 
will 
do their sleeping 
in Blair 
House. 


WASHINGTON - IP— The House .. 
today suddenly shelved, at least 
temporarily. President Eisenhow- 
t 
er’s compulsory military reserve 
bill. 
The unexpected action came af­ 
ter the House reaffirmed its stand 
against compulsory racial segreg­ 
ation in the National Guard. It 
did so by defeating, 167-143, a pro­ 
posal by Chairman Carl Vinson 
(I)-Ga.) of the House Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee to knock out of 
the bill a controversial anti-segreg 
ation 
amendment 
adopted 
tent­ 
atively Wednesday. 
When his proposal was beaten, 
Vinson—aware that the entire bill 
was in trouble—proposed that the 
House quit work on the measure. 
His motion carried, 161-124. 
Vinson had said the bill would 
be killed if the anti-segregation 
provision, sponsored by Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell Jr. (D-N.Y.), stayed 
in. He denied that the vote to quit 
work on the measure means the 
bill is abandoned or dead. He said 
it still may be called up later for 
further consideration. 
Powell, one of three Negro mem­ 
bers of the House, said Vinson 
promised that the committee will 
trv to work out “ an acceptable 
bill.” 
Vinson said the bill will remain 
as "unfinished” business until he 
decides to call it up for further 
House consideration. He said he 
does not know when that might be. 
Other House sources took the 
view that action probably means 
Hie bill is dead. 
Earlier, the House shouted down 
a move by Rep. Clare E. Hoffman 
(R-Mich) to kill the bill.

National repudiation followed for 
the Pinkertons. A wave of public 
indignation denounced the "bomb- 
throwing” incident as an "inexcus­ 
ably horrible crim e.” 
What was it they threw into the 
Samuel living room? 
One answer is supplied by Wil­ 
liam Lewis, a personal friend of 
Frank James, 
writing 50 years 
later: 
"Frank James himself, support­ 
ed by Sheriff Timberlake stated 
there had never been a bomb ex­ 
ploded in his mother’s house. The 
James boys were believed to have 
been in the house, but they were 
not. They had been there, but the 
instinct of the partridge had sensed 
the hunter from afar and they had 
fled. 
"The law officers and members 
of the Pinkerton staff who sur­ 
rounded the house had prepared 
for an emergency in the Samuel 
house. 
They 
carried 
with them 
what was known as a flare. It 
was a lamp with a hemispherical 
bottom of cast iron. The top was 
of brass and two tubes about six 
inches long carried the wicks. 
"This flare, then, the detectives 
lighted and tossed through a win­ 
dow. Immediately the interior of 
the living room was illuminated 
and the occupants were palpable 
targets. Dr. 
Samuel, who found 
himself measurably aided in hi1- 
daily coming and going with 
a 
cane, beat at the light with his 
cane and then pushed it into an 
open fireplace full of dying em ­ 
bers where it exploded." 
The other side 
is 
represented 
by an earlier interview- with George 
Hite, the James family grocer, fel­ 
low 
clansman, 
Jesse’s 
lifelong 
friend and defender 
"Jesse Jam es went to Chicago 
to kill Alan Pinkerton and stayed 
there 
for 
four 
months but 
he 
never had a chance to do it like 
he wanted to. That was after Pink­ 
erton-, made a raid on his mothers' 
house, blew her arm off and killed 
his step-brother.” 


Dan Askew was an elderly far 
mer, 
a 
near 
neighbor of 
the 
Samuels. He was a Kearney church 
elder, 
a 
gentle, 
popular, 
much 
respected man. and a long-time 
good friend of Dr. Samuel's. Some 
months back, completely innocent 
of the man’s real identity, he had 
hired on an itinerant farm hand 
named 
Jack 
Ladd. 
Subsequent 
events had revealed Ladd to have 
been the principal Pinkerton agent 
in the undercover work preceding 
the Samuel raid. He was, in fact, 
the operative who sent to Kansas 
C ity on Jan 5 the coded announce­ 
ment of Jesse's and Frank's arrival 
at their mother’s home. 
At eight o'clock April 12 (the 
time was only an estimate, being 
but the guess of the coroner s jury 


at the inquest). Askew came out to 
^tand on his front porch. Shortly, he 
crossed to the springhouse for a 
drink of water. He drew a fresh 
bucket, .started to lift it to his lips. 
I The greeting came quietly from be­ 
hind him.

Farmer Askew stiffened, his face 
going gray in the moonlight. He 
knew- that voice!

The three 
shots 
were

ried. All were in the back 
His wife and grown daughter, 
running out of the house, heard 
the high laugh down by the spring­ 
house A moment later, three horse­ 
men rode by. 
Their leader touched his hat.

The Henry Sears farm was mid­ 
way between the Samuel and A-- 
kew places. At 8:30, F arm er Sears 
answered a polite knock on his 
front door to discover a young man

vealed him clearly. Behind him, 
the moonlight did equal service for 
his two mounted companion'. 
“ Sorry to disturb you, Mr Sears, 
but we just killed Dan Askew.” The 
m an at the porch steps made the 
announcement in a voice that Sears 
had heard beiore. "Now, if any 
of his friends want to know who 
did it, I reckon you'd best tell them 
it was the detectives.’' 
Henry Sears remembered name* 
and faces as well as he did voices.

Secretary Charles F Wilson today 
named a civilian-military commit­ 
tee to work out a "code of con­ 
duct” to govern American troops 
who may become prisoners of Co­ 
rn unist "bram-wa-her*'' in future 
war. 
The committee was an outgrow th 
of the problem this nation faced 
in handling *oidiers and airmen 
who succumbed to Communist tor­ 
ture- in Korea Some falsely con­ 
fessed such crimes as germ w ar­ 
fare 
Others were lured to make 
propaganda statements against the 
United Nations 
When those prisoners were re ­ 
turned. their handling varied from
